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FOREWORD 

This Indian Standard (First Revision) was adopted by the Bureau of Indian Standards, after 
the draft fianlized by the Assembly Hand Tools Sectional Committee had been approved 
by the Production Engineering Division Council. 

The tommy bars covered in this standard are suitable for box spanners conforming to IS 2030 : 
1990 'Specification for box spanners ( second revision )'. Tommy bars of nominal size above 
20 mm are exclusively meant for single ended solid box spanners of nominal size 50 mm and 
above. 

This revision has been taken to align the tolerances with the international practices. 

While preparing this standard considerable assistance has been derived from the data received 
from manufacturers of the product and the following: 

DIN 899-1966 Wrenches, technical specifications for hand operated wrenches, and 

DIN 900-1967 Tommy bars for socket wrenches, issued by the Deutsches Institut fiir 
Normung ( DIN ). 

For the purpose of deciding whether a particular requirement of this standard is complied with, 
the final value, observed or calculated, expressing the result of a test, shall be rounded off 
in accordance with IS 2: 1960 'Rules for rounding off numerical values ( revised )'. The 
number of significant places retained in the rounded off value should be the same as that of 
the specified value in this standard.

1 SCOPE 

This standard covers the dimensions and other 
requirements for tommy bars for use with 
box spanners conforming to IS 2030 : 1989 
'Specification for box spairners ( second 
revision )\

3 DIMENSIONS 
3.1 Type A 
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All dimensions in millimetres. 
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All dimensions in millimetres. 
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4 MATERIAL 

Tommy bars shall be made of suitable steels 
meeting the requirements laid down in 5 and 7. 

5 HARDNESS 

Tommy bars shall have a minimum hardness of 
370 HV ( * 38 HRC ) for nominal size up to 
20 mm and for higher sizes it shall be 360 HV 
( ™ 36 HRC), Min. 

6 SURFACE FINISH 

Tommy bars shall be given anti-corrossive 
treatment to avoid corrossion. It may be given 
one of the following finishes: 

a) Natural finish, 

b) Chemically produced oxide finish, 

c) Chemically produced phosphate coating, 

d) Lacquered, 

e) Electrodeposited metallic coating like 
nickel-chromium electroplating, or 

f) Polished 



7 BENDING TEST 

Appropriate torque as given below shall be 
applied to the tommy bars. The application 
of torque shall be gradual and without jerks. 
At the completion of the test, the bars shall 
not show any sign of damage of permanent 
deformation:
